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INTRODUCTION. 


Some years fince, I publifhed a colleétion of plans, elevations, and 
feétions of buildings already executed, and chiefly on a large feale ; which 
work having been favourably received, I am thereby induced to offer another 
publication on the fame fubjeé, but on a fmaller fcale, confifting of cottages for 
the laborious and induftrious part of the community, and of other buildings 
generally calculated for the real ufes and comforts of life, and fuch as are 
within the reach of moderate fortunes. 


In all buildings for the various purpofes of civil life, much depends on local 
arrangements. In cottages the rooms are unavoidably fmall, few in number, 
and frequently crowded with inhabitants. Their ground floors fhould be raifed, 
at leaft, three or four fteps from the foil; they fhould be placed in the moft 
open and airy fituations, perfeétly dry and warm, built with the beft and moft 
durable materials, and well fupplied with good water. 


The fame precautions apply to the villas; the defigns for which, as well as 
the cottages, have been made for particular perfons and fituations. 


As to eftimates, however defirable, nothing certain can be advanced until the 
fituation and local circumftances are known and confidered; it is then, and 
then only, that they can be made with that accuracy which every man wifhes 
for, and ought to be poffeffed of, before he begins building.

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EXPLANATIONS of the PLATES. 


PLAST Foot, 
Intended for an Entrance to a Gentleman’s Seat.—This plan has only one floor, containing 


a porch, a living-room 14 by 10, a pantry and {mall-beer cellar 5 feet by 5 feet 6 inches, and 
a {mall chamber with clofets and other conveniences.

This plan contains two different dwellings, each confifting, on the ground-floor, of a fmall 
lobby for the warmth and comfort of the cottage, fitting-room 12 by 15, wafh-houfe, a fair- 
cafe and pantry under the fame, and a chamber over the fitting-room finifhed into the roof 
to gain height. The chimneys are built back to back, on principles of ceconomy, as well as 
for the exterior appearance. 
PL ATE, UL 
This plan alfo contains two diftin& dwellings, each having, on the ground-floor, a porch, a 
living-room 13 by 16, a kitchen, a wafh-houfe, a ftair-cafe and pantry under it, with two 
chambers of moderate dimenfions. 
Pol AT BR IVs 
This plan, for two diftin& dwellings, has neverthelefs one porch common to both. Each 
cottage contains on the ground-floor, a living-room 13 by 16, with the addition of a window 
ina large recefs ; a wafh-houfe, and flair-cafe with pantry under it; two chambers on the firlt 
floor ; and one large garret over the two chambers, lighted from the gable end.

Each of the cottages fhewn in this defign has two rooms on the ground-floor, a ftair-cafe 
and pantry under it, a clofet by the fide of the chimney, a porch common to both, and three 
chambers of different dimgnfions and on different levels.

Thefe cottages are more decorated than thofe in the preceding defigns, and contain two 
rooms on the ground-floor, with a cellar, pantry, and ftair-cafe. Trunks of trees decorated 
with woodbines and honeyfuckles would make the principal features of the porch. There are 
two chambers on the firft floor, a {mall ftore-room, and light clofet under the flair-cafe,

Likewife contains two cottages in every refpeét fimilar. The living-room is 12 by 16; the 
wath-houfe 8 by 10; a porch formed with trunks of trees, and covered with reeds ; a ftair- 
cafe, and pantry under it. On the firft floor are two chambers, and a light clofet under the 
ftair-cafe.

This plate contains the plans of the ground and chamber-floors of a Houfe built at 
Reading’ in Berkfhire, in 1791.—It is fomewhat clevated, and contains a {mall 
entrance, two parlours each about 17 feet 6 inches by 17 fect 6 inches, a flore- 
room, a kitchen and other offices ; and alfo an accompting-houfe, with chambers, 
drefling-rooms, and water-clofet, &c. over them.

The Elevation of a Houfe defigned for an Artift.—It was intended to be faced with Norfolk 
bricks, with flone cornices, and dreflings to the arches, &c,

have pediments to introduce light into the rooms without the aid of dormer win- 
dows, which can never be ufed but in cafes of abfolute neceflity, are always un- 
fightly, and a fure indication of a depraved tafte. The offices are omitted in the 
elevation by accident.

In one of the wings were to be placed 
the eating-room and the kitchen offices: the library was alfo intended to anfwer 
the purpofes of a drawing-room, and the room fhewn in the plan as a drawing-room 
would generally have been ufed as a breakfalt-room or anti-room.

Elevation of a {mall Villa—The arched receffes were femi-circular in the drawing, but, by a 
miftake of the engraver, are made confiderably more. Much of the expence of this defign 
would be faved by omitting the columns.

beft defign of a triumphal bridge, and being at that time purfuing my ftudies in Italy, at the 
expence of his Majefty.

T HE publither deems it neceflary to inform the perufers of the following 
defigns of ornamented grounds, that the plans are not the mere fportive 
effufions of creative fancy, nor the prefcribed operations of an eftablifhed 
fyftem, but the refult of local obfervations made by Mr. Parxyns, in 
the courfe of a five years defultory tour, whilft he commanded a company in 


the Nottinghamfhire regiment of militia during the laft war. 


An early propentity to indulge in rural embellifhments, foon formed a habit 
of confidering on the beft mode of improving every fpot of ground that feemed 
capable of amelioration; and this amufement employed many of the leifure 
hours of youth. But as theory without praétice frequently mifleads, and feldom 
approaches near to perfe€lion, an union of the two was effetted by the fa- 
vourable opportunities which a military life affords ; and fcarcely a day paffed, 
during the above period, in which the intervals of relaxation from official 
duty were not employed in furveying and devifing fimple, but appropriate de- 
corations for numerous little fpots, that arrefted the eye, in the neighbourhood 
of thofe places where the regiment was encamped in the fummer, or in quar- 


ters during the winter. 


- To judge of the propriety of fome of the arrangements in the following 
plans, a reference ought to be had to the refpeétive fituations of the grounds; 
in which cafe, it would, perhaps, be difficult to make any other diftribution 
that could produce fo happy an effet, or combine fo many advantages. 
The hills, the dales, the {prings of water, all exift as laid down in each 
plan; the embellifhments of woods and buildings, the forms of the lakes and 
of the rivers, as alfo the names by which they are diftinguifhed, being the con- 


fequence of that regulation which is neceffary to make them interefting. 


Although the plans were formed with all the attention and care that are 
requifite for execution, they were not intended, at the time of making them, 
for publication, beyond the occafional infpeétion of a few friends; and it is

to be attributed to their partial opinion, and requifition, that a progreflive fe- 
leétion has been made, and is now offered to the public. As to any particu- 
lar merit, therefore, which thefe eflays may poffefs, the publifher fubmits it to the 
decifion of the admirers of rural improvements, who, it is trufted, will judge 
with candour; and fhould this fpecimen be approved, it may, at fome future 
period, induce the author to feleét a more ample colleétion of defigns, in 
farther ill flration of the ferme ornée, on a more extenfive f{cale. 


DESCRIPTIONS, &«. 


No.l FAIRFIELD COT. 


SMALL fecluded refidence, furrounded with five acres of pafture, fituated in acountry 
abounding with numberlefs pi€urefque beauties, and affording, from an happy 
combination of external objects, all the variety requifite to enliven the mind when retired 
from the bufy world. Its fize being very confined will not admit of much embellifhment ; 
therefore, to diftribute the parts to the utmoft advantage, arrange the fhrubberies, and {fo to 
conduét the walks that every turn fhall prefent a new and interefting fcene, is all that can 
be done, in which the utmoft care has invariably been obferved never to lofe fight of 
fimplicity, and an equal attention fhewn to induce the imagination to credit an idea of extent, 
difficult to accomplifh on fo confined a fcale, but of the higheft importance properly to 
effect. 


In refpeét to the local fituation of Fairfield Cot, nature, which fhould never be overlooked, 
or too incautioufly intruded upon by art, has done a great deal, and ina meafure pointed out 
what is requifite for its utmoft improvement. In confequence, on the upper part of a 
gently rifing afcent, commanding over the adjacent country moft luxurious views of hill, dale, 
wood, and water, the Cottage is erected: immediately adjoining are the neceflary offices and 
kitchen garden; thefe by a fhrubbery are concealed. The orchard, placed at an extremity, 
gives variety, and hides the bounds, where otherwife they would, by being feen, 
defeat the deception of extent; and likewife confines the view, which but for fuch 
management would be confiderably too extenfive. The remainder of the ground is again 
fubdivided by an hedge, decked with the rofe, the honeyfuckle, and wild fhrubs, and 
irregularly planted, partly to allow the walk to take an eafy bend betwixt the two enclofures, 
and partly to give internal variety; a circumftance which never fails to cheer the imagi- 
nation, and relieve the eye. 


Having thus noticed the general difpofition, it will be neceffary to obferve, the walk in no 
inftance has been fuffered to approach too near the bounds. From the fhrubbery, after pafling 
a feat under a few trees (e), it leads down the fide of the hill to a copfe overhanging a purling 
flream. A bridge adjoining to a root-houfe (/) croffes the rill; the path accompanying its 
meandering courfe, till a ruftic plank (g) thrown over the fame, again unites it with the lawn. 
Every thing here is imple and unadorned ; to load with ornament a fcene dedicated to con- 
templation and repofe, would deftroy the effect which a fequeftered fituation ever has upon a 
congenial mind. Purfuing the walk, a funk fence on the right admits the country.—Clumps 
of trees in the adjacent paftures unite it with the diftance.—A little gate, on gaining the fummit, 
leads tothe Temple of Concord (4). From the window is {een to peculiar advantage the view, 
purpofely hid by the orchard from the houfe. This circumftance renders the Temple 
infinitely more interefting than it otherwife would be, and confirms variety to the whole, 
From this place the walk wayes to the left.—Entering a fmall fhrubbery, with a feat in a 


fequeftered fituation (2), it foon opens on the green, and terminates at the Cottage.

Houfe. 


Stable, c. Hid from the grounds by a plantation, and approached by a road 
overfhadowed with tall trees. 


Kitchen-Garden. Screened in the fame manner. An opening in the fhrubbery, 
however, admits a view down the principal walk, on each-fide of which the 
beds are arranged. 


Orchard. This, from the Cottage, has an interefting appearance; it was placed 
there to hide the extremity, and to confine the eye to a ruined tower, toa 
river meandering through the yale below, and to diftant mountains feen from 
the houfe acrofs the lawn. 


A Seat—compofed of rude materials, fituated under trees, From this fpot is 
{een an extenfive diftant country, adorned with water, hanging woods, &c. 


Root-Houfe—built of roots of trees and thatched ; the infide lined with mofs. Ivy 
creeps over the door, along with the honeyfuckle and jeflamine. A tablet and 
two ruftic benches conftitute its furniture; on the former an appropriate infcrip- 
tion. 


A Bridge. A few large ftones fupporting a plank or two, with a rail on one fide, 
will generally be found fufficient for fucha fituation. It accords with fimplicity, 
and is therefore infinitely more attractive than a formal ftruéture. 


Temple of Concord. A {mall fquare building, The walls emblematically painted in 
frefco. From the windows a moft extenfive view, particularly objeéts in the 
diftance {creened-from the houfe by the orchard, 


A Seat in a fequeftered fituation. On the oppofite fide of the walk, under cyprefs 
and flowering fhrubs, an urn dedicated to friendthip,

No. I. CHALK LODGE. 


HE grounds annexed to this retreat are not much more extenfive than the fecluded 

refidence of Fairfield Cot; yet poflefling a confiderable variety, admits of greater 

embellifhment ; and, having within itfelf hill and dale, is capable of being made interefting, 
without demanding fo largely the afliftance of the diftant view. 


In the difpofal of the enclofures, attention has been paid to their forms, and to placing each 
refpective fence in fuch direction that the eye may never be difgufted with a formal line, but 
that the imagination may be deceived as to the extentof ground in each. This circumftance is 
particularly obférvable from the houfe: on the right, the orchard proje@s boldly, and its 
extremities are loft. Further on, ‘the ground dips, and the fence itfelf is confequently hid: a 
grove of tall trees fueceed, round which the lawn appears to wind, whilft over it is feen the 
diftant country ; on the other fide the grove, a rifing hill, bounded by an irregular piece of 
water, and ornamented with a copfe, which, waving up its fide, effe@ually conceals the 
bounds of this enclofure; and, to a mind not previoufly informed, fuch is the effect, that 
it may be conceived of infinite extent. The plantation on the left of the houfe, taking 
a {weep round the fence, hides the extremity of the water; a circumftance thofe who 
follow nature muft ever ftudioufly and carefully confider. 


This little retreat confifts but of ten acres. Purfuing the method adopted at Fairfield Cot, 
the kitchen-garden and offices are thrown into fituations moft convenient for a family, and not 
intrufive on the fight whilft viewing the ornamented part of the grounds, wherein every 
endeavour is ufed to blend the agreeable with the ufeful. 


To aflift nature, and, wherever the has failed in beauty, to fupply the deficiency without 
fuffering the appearance of art to intrude itfelf, has been ferupuloufly obferved in the 
improvement of this retreat, where nothing is admitted that can deftroy the general effect, 
particularly fo faras relates to the water, plantations, walks, and to ere¢ting the ornamental 
buildings. The firft a root-houfe (/), fituated in a grove that {kirts the lawn, is approached by 
a path commencing at the fhrubbery near the houfe; crofling the lawn, it pafles over a flight 
bridge, and arrives at this little edifice. Here the view is very confined, confifting principally 
of a cafcade dafhing over rocks, with a bold fhore, ornamented with roots of trees 
and the wild foreft fhrub. The walk next arrives at a feat, from whence may be 
obferved the water, and a {mall building on the oppofite fhore concealed amongit trees 
and underwood. Winding up the hill, entering an enclofure, the diftant country opens to the 
view, and a bench commands a fublime landfcape. Entering a gate on the left, the 
profpect is immediately contracted, and the diftant horizon refigned for the placid ferenity of 
the tranquil fcene. Looking down the flope, the water appears in the bottom, and plantations 
tifebeyond. A glimpfe of the lawn is now obtained ; which, palling through a gate to a {mall 
temple in another enclofure, is prefently loft. Under the thelter of a ftately oak, this 
building (g) prefents itfelf, erected to command a moft captivating view ; confequently every 
other object is carefully concealed. The walk next proceeds down the hill, the brawling rivulet 
winding in the bottom on the right; its fhores abound with willows and other aquatic 
plants. On the left the wild hedge confines the eye, and directs it to where, under 
tall trees, the path is perceived to wind. Crofling a ruftic bridge (A), it leads into a 
fhrubbery, and to a building (7) dedicated to repofe. The objeéts here feen are interelting ; 
and the temple fo fituated as to command a full view of the water, rifing hill, and the 
plantations which ornament its fide. Pafling onwards, on entering the lawn, for the firft time 
the houte is perceived, to which, through a {mall fhrubbery, the walk proceeds,

Stables, ©c.—furrounded with trees and fhrubs. A. gate opens on the turnpike 
road, as does another on the kitchen-garden. 


Kitchen-Garden—concealed from the lawn by a grove. 


Orchard. On one fide a fhrubbery, through which winds a ferpentine walk; on 
the other, a narrow lane, overhung with tall trees. The orchard, placed in this 
fituation, viewed from any part of the grounds, cannot fail of having a rich effect, 
and, by giving it the {weep delineated in the plan, occupies a corner that would 
otherwife be infufficiently filled. 


A fall ruflic Seat—entering the lawn, compofed of branches of trees, and other 
produétions of the place. The feat is depofited in this fituation to command the 
water and rifing grounds beyond. 


Rool-Houfé. This building perhaps more than any other admits of variety, for 
which reafon it may be introduced into almoft every ornamented ground; the 
difpofal of parts, the whimfical effect of the whole, but above all the perfect 
fimplicity annexed to it, muft render it pleafing to every admirer of taile. 


Temple of Contemplation. The extenfive view, the pitturefque feenery, and the 
various objets of grandeur beneath the eye from this {pot, which charm when- 
ever beheld, render it particularly applicable to a retreat of this defcription. 
It may be a fquare building, with a light Ionic portico, and other ornaments of 
the fame order; within, ona tablet, an appropriate infcription from Milton : 


« Thefe are thy glorious works,” &c. 


Bridge. Nothing can be more varied than communications of this nature: to the 
tafte of the improver, therefore, muft be fubmitted the defign; but when, as in 
the prefent cafe, a foot bridge is only required, its conftruétion cannot be too 
fimple. 


Temple dedicated to Repofe. The fecluded fituation of this {pot, the folemnity of the 
furrounding fcene, the flillnefs of the water, overhung with the weeping 
willow, the acacia, united with others of more umbrageous foliage, and 
the rifing ground beyond fhutting out every view, exprefsly determine the 
dedication of this interefting fpot. The building itfelf fimple, unadorned, 
compofed of rude materials, and covered with ivy. Nothing is to be admitted 
that can poflibly injure the charaéter of the place.

The 
Temple of Repofe is perceived on the banks of the water, embofomed 
in the lofty grove. 
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hea cae not poffefling fo great a variety of hill and dale as the ornamented grounds at 

Chalk Lodge, yet the fixteen acres at Laurel Hill are not without their beauties. 
In decorating this little fpot, the want of water is a difadvantage fcarcely to be overcome. 
but a large river, rolling its ftream through the valley beneath the houfe, and whofe fhores are 
covered with pendant woods, reaching almoft to the Hill itfelf, unites with the grounds. 
This place refembles Fairfield in the neceflity for external objets; the rich view, 
confequently, takes the lead in the {cale of approbation: no circumftance, however, has been 
omitted to heighten every beauty; to attain which; fimplicity has been invariably confulted, 
and this will prove that there is {earcely any {pot fo devoid of natural advantages (although 
with Laurel Hill it may be deftitute of water) as not to become interefting, from a confiftent 
arrangement of its different parts. 


The houfe is placed on an elevation of ten feet, and, contrary to the two preceding plans, 
near the road, which in this place taking a gentle curve, difpleafes not by its form, and 
prefents an ever-moving picture to the eye. The ground from the dwelling has a gentle 
afcent up an hill by the road-fide, and terminates in a tongue of land happily calculated for 
a plantation; which forming a gentle wave, prefents, from the manfion, the appearance of a 
large wood: the deception is not a little heightened by the grove behind the houfe taking 
nearly a fimilar form, and appearing to unite with the other, whilft the lawn itfelf, wind- 
ing between the two, is carried out of fight. At the lower extremity of the ground another 
point of land projeéts: the kitchen garden is placed on this fpot, as being more retired, and 
is hid by a furrounding plantation, which not only fereens it from view, but affords a pleafing 
object by its femicircular form from the houfe itfelf. 


Having given variety by the irregularity of the enclofures, and the waving appearance of 
the woods; the walks and appropriate buildings fall next under confideration. In a {mall 
fhrubbery dividing one of the little fields behind the offices, which, with every offenfive 
objeét, are completely hid by trees, is fituated a ruftic lodge (d), to which, from the houfe, 
the path conduéts—it proceeds through a fmall enclofure bounded on the left by the planta- 
tions before alluded to, fcreening the ftables from the eye, and pafles by a tuft of trees ; an 
hedge draws this enclofure to a point, Purfuing the walk which leads to it, a {mall gate opens 
on a plat of green turf, whereon, embofomed in woods, is the temple of Friendfhip (e) : every 
objeét here is focial and retired—the ground rifes in front, which, with a few trees, orna_ 
mented with a fimple urn, cannot fail to pleafe. On the right the path defcends by an hedge 
into a deep recefs, furrounded by the wood that fkirts the upper part of the lawn. In this 
dell is placed an hermitage (f): every thing is congenial—the cliff, hollowed into cells, over 
which the wild ivy luxuriantly creeps—roots of trees hanging from above—floping grounds 
oppofite, covered with the tall elm and native flowering fhrubs, arreft the mind, and lead it 
to conclude that this is one of Nature’s favourite fpots; nor, although informed, fcarcely can 
the imagination conceive a fimple deferted chalk-pit could be thus improved. From the 
hermitage the path has a gentle and almoft imperceptible afcent; chalk rocks on one fide, 
rifing above the earth, and baring their naked fronts to the beating ftorms, or covered partially 
by trees and fhrubs: on the other, the floping ground leflens by degrees, until arriving at the 
temple of Concord (g), at once difplays one of the moft enchanting views imagination can 
conceive, 
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Rocks, wood, water, and every luxuriant affemblage, unite to render it complete—the 
river pours its fertile ftream through the valley, and all is harmony and peace. 


From the extremity of this grove, the continuation of the walk muft either be parallel with 
the turnpike road, and immediately near the fence (in which cafe, independent of the fum- 
mer’s duft, its every unmeaning curve would be vifible from the houfe, and confequently 
highly difgufting), or elfe it mutt of neceflity return through the grove, near the path which 
leads from the hermitage to the temple. The latter has the preference. The walk, although near 
the other, is yet {ufficiently varied—the one being on level ground, the other rifing by gentle 
afcent from an hollow; and between the two is a confiderably high bank covered with trees, 
and thickly fet with fhrubs. From the temple the walk winds through the-grove—the houfe 
is feen on entering the lawn, which is croffed for another fhrubbery paffing by a ruflic build-. 
ing (4) intended for billiards; the path unites with the coach-road, and proceeds imme- 
diately to the manfion.

a. Houfe—fituated about ten feet above the clevation of the turnpike road, to which 
a paflage level with the fame communicates, deftined for the ufe of conveying 
away thofe articles which might be offenfive to the eye. Pafliug before the 
faloon on one fide of the houfe, the coach road rifes an afcent decorated with. 
fhrubs: on the other, in a fhrubbery, a flight of fteps is concealed, which con- 
duéts down to a fmall gate, and to the walk leading to the kitchen garden. 


4. Stables and other Ofices—concealed in a grove of trees, through which the carriage- 
toad pafles. In the narrow part of the opening leading from the north end of _ 
the houfe, are the different buildings for coal, wood, &c. &c. In the open part 
of the flable-yard may be ereéted a Dutch barn. 


¢. Kitchen-Garden—occupying a corner of the grounds, furrounded with a plantation ; 
on one fide’melon-beds and other neceflary {paces for compolt, &c. &c. By 
removing this moft ufeful appendage from the manfion, {pace is obtained for the 
eye whilft tracing the ferpentine walk behind the houfe, by which the offices, 
thrown to a proper diftance, heighten the general effect. 


a. Ruflic Lodge—a building compofed of flint ftones, a thatched roof, having a mofaic 
floor of pebbles ftuck into plafter, and the infide walls ornamented in the fame 
manner: oppofite the door of entrance is a recefs containing a fopha; on each fide 
a fmall gothic bow window, compofed entirely of painted glafs; and in the centre 
of the room, a tablet of inlaid marble. 


e Temple of Friendfhip—a {mall oftangular building—in fix angles, a coved recefs, with 
the buft of a friend in each. The feventh angle contains the door of entrance, 
oppofite to which, inthe largeft recefs, is an altar facred to Friendfhip, with an 
appropriate infcription ; the ceiling coved; room lighted from above ; the fur- 
niture a few chairs. 


F- Hermitage—a {mall thatched building adjoining to a cliff of chalk. This building 
is interiorly decorated with fhells, placed in fuch a dire¢tion as to hang over each 
other, on one fide a ftraw couch, on the other a tablet with an infcription, and 
near to it the hermit’s arm-chair, From this little ereétion contiguous to the 
rock, isa {mall door, irregularly hewn out of the cliff, leading through a narrow 
fubterranean. paflage to a little vaulted cell, the chapel of the hermit; at one 
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end of which is a recefs, with a rude altar; at the other, a door opening on the 
plain ; and over the door, an oval window with painted glafs, to admit the light, 
and throw a glearhupon the altar—a citcumftance which cannot fail to impart an 
enthufialtic veneration. Around thefe apartments evely thing to be in the higheft 
order poflible, to convey an idea of the amufements and innocent employ of its 
once fimple inhabitant. 


Temple of Concord—This building is of Grecian conftruction; with an elegant por- 
tico, and other decorations, chafte, and in the higheft ftyle imaginable—the 
walls painted, and containing allufions to its dedication; over the door 
of entrance an infcription—elegant furniture within—windows open in the 
centre, to admit air, and the diftant view. 


A Gothic Building—decotations in the moft animated ftyle, defigned for a billiard- 
room: it is proportioned accordingly—one end; a femicircular alcove, with a 
ftove to wari the apartment; at the other end 4 correfponding one, with two 
or three {mall receffes in which to hang the mace, and depofit the other necellary 
articles of the game. 


Jron Gaies—on the road leading frorn the turnpike to the loufe: this road flopes 
until it arrives at the portico: the gates are of the neateft and moft fimple 
conftruétion, and hung on ftone piers. 


Gate—leading to the flight of fteps which conduéts to the houfe, and on the other 
fide joins the ferpentine walk with the kitchen-garden: this gate, completely hid 
with thrubs, is likewife of iron; whilft immediately oppofite to it, in the hollow 
of the bank, is a ruftic front, refembling the mouth of a cave, and which indeed 
is the entrance into the paflage from the houfe, already noticed.

The other view 
is on the feétional line A.B; in this is fhewn the houfe, backed 
by its plantation—the lawn, the fhrubbery round the kitchen- 
garden, the wood on the upper grounds, and the heights beyond 
them. In both of the feétional geometrical views the diftant country 
is delineated. 
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N proportion to extent and to local advantages, fo may improvement advance, till rural 

embellifhment has nothing further to demand. A fmall {pot labours under innumerable 
difficulties which it is {carcely poffible to remoye, particularly as much depends on 
neighbourhood and view; in regard to which, an envious charatter may fruftrate the labour 
of years by invidious art, and not only intercept the fight of perhaps the moft interefting 
object, but likewife overlook the grounds, and infult their privacy and retirement. 


In this réefpett, therefore, Rofe Cliff claims a fuperiority over the preceding defigns : 
containing thirty actes, it may not only be highly ornamented, but rendered of fome utility 
as a {mall dairy farm. It has likewife a fufficient affemblage of wood and water, and fuch 
vatiety in the furface, that {carce any thing farther is neceflary than to prune away the 
exuberances with a careful hand, that none of its natural beauties may be concealed. 


If in the three preceding plans much attention has been requifite to. fhew them to ad- 
vantage, and to give, not only from the windows of each houfe, from the different points, but 
likewife the walks, an idea of more confiderable extent than they really poflefs—in Rofe Cliff 
the accidental fhape, and the natural advantages of hill and dale, have fully accomplifhed the 
purpofe. The rifing knoll at one extremity, backed by a thick grove; the river, pouring its 
ftream through the valley; the {welling grounds beyond; and the rocks, in fome parts 
towering above, in others crowned with the venerable oak, contribute their afliflance to 
render it perfectly romantic and fublime. 


In fuch a fituation not much difficulty remained as to a requifite {pot for the manfion, 
The knoll, or hill, already noticed, commanding the moft interefting view over the eftate, is 
therefore determined upon. In front, a lawnextends itfelf, and is bounded by the river. 
The ground on the oppofite fide, dotted with clumps of trees, is divided into enclofures by 
natural fweeps, and ornamented with hedges and thriving plantations. On the right, a {mall 
irregular piece of water is perceived glittering amongft underwood and trees, and embellifhed 
with a ruftic mill. This little home fcene is oppofed on the other fide of the houfe by a more 
extenfive one—a country enriched with the highelt cultivation, luxuriant in the extreme, 
covered with villages, farm-houfes, and adorned with the windings of a large and beautiful 
river. This view is loft behind the rifing grounds and woods of the farm, which terminate at 
the cliffs; whilft beyond, over the dell, hanging woods difeovered in the diftance, from an 
happy combination appear to belong to the eftate itfelf Behind the manfion are the offices, 
kitchen-garden, and other neceffary family conveniences, fcreened from the lawn as in the 
preceding plans. 


From the foregoing obfervations a general idea may be formed of this little farm. Its 
peculiar beauties, however, can only be underftood by tracing the walk, which commences 
betwixt aclump of trees. After winding near the fence contiguous to the lawn, defcends 
a flope, having the ground high on the left, and a young grove in the corner on the right: 
palling fome venerable oaks, it enters a {mall wood, where, under the covert of a fhade, is an 
urn of the fimpleft conftruction; prefently an open field prefents itfelf, and a ruftic bench, 
from whence is perceived the river pafling through the valley, the lawn, with rifing ground 
on the oppofite fhore fringed with wood, and covered with fheep and cattle. Accompanying 
the path, which now rifes the hill, and entering the wood, it foon arrives at a {pot clofe to the 
edge of the cliff, defended by a rail on one fide. Above, the rocks rife, and are overhung with 
the roots of trees, which form a perfeét canopy: fcooped into an hollow is a feat; over it, 
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on a rude fone, an infeription allufive to the tranquillity which every where reigns around. 
Advancing Mill farther, on the highelt point is fituated a temple dedicated to the goddefs of 
Health: from thence the walk commences a gentle defcent ; and, after arriving at fome rocks 
near the edge of the river, paflés a bridge into alittle ifland covered with fhrubs and trees ; 
crofling the fame, on the left the dairy-houfe is feen, in a molt delightful and retired fituation. 
From this building the view is confined: the river fows at the extremity of a neat little plat of 
grafs, beyond which is the ifland, backed by the rocks and hanging woods; on the left, fields 
of luxuriant herbage, up whofe fide the path winds to a plantation on the fummit, at the farthelt 
extremity of which is the temple of Pan, with an appropriate infcription. The objets from 
hence are perfe¢lly interefting. The rocks and woods, obferved from the dairy, here wear a 
new form; whilft, immediately in front, the houfe on the fummit of the lawn adds to the 
general effect, and is a molt pleafing embellifhment of this rural {eene. Leaving Pan’s 
lodge, the walk defcends near the edge of the fiream, which it now generally accompanies, 
and palling oppolite tlie cold bath, a gate conduéts to another enclofure, and exhibits up the 
river a grove with a ruftic bridge; near to which, a fmall feat prefents a fcene of uncommon 
beauty. The water, which hitherto has been only a gentle ftream, is now turbulent, forcing 
its way over pieces of rock that in vain endeayour to impede its courfe ; rough ground, with 
wild foreft fhrubs and tall trees, every where abound, through which the mill before noticed is 
perceived. The found of falling water is heard; a promontory obftruéts the view; but the 
foam ilfuing from behind fome rocks that form it, indicates the fall to be at no great diftance. 
Leaving this feat, and pafling the bridge, the path foon arrives at a rude bench, backed with 
wild fhrubs, that looks full on the cafcade, which is beheld here to uncommon advantage, 
Farther on, at the upper end of an opening in a {mall thicket, the hermitage is happily placed, 
and relieves the mind by the placidity of each furrounding objeét. The walk from the 
hermitage enters a fmall gate, and, after taking a {weep up the fide of an hill, joins the road 
which leads from the turnpike to the manfion; following the fame, the lawn, the woods, the 
water, the {welling grounds, and the pendant rocks, prefent themfelyes in anew and varied 
form, and never ceafe to occafion admiration and delight.

a. Gate—entering the grounds from the turnpike-road, bounded on one fide by a 
grove, and on the other by an hedge, which feparates the lawn from a {mall piece 
of rough uncultivated land, intended to reprefent a foreft fcene. 


4. Houfe—fituated on the fummit of the lawn; from which it is divided by an ha-ha, 
and furrounded by plantations and clumps of trees. 


¢. Stables and other neceffary Offices. The front of thefe buildings opens on the green, 
and, being partly hid by fhrubs and tall trees, is feen in a piéturefque point of 
view from the manfion: behind the offices is the neceflary fpace for compoft, 
flack-yard, &c,—a gate opens on the turnpike-road for heavy carriages. 


d, Kitchen-Garden—{creened from the grounds by thick plantations, through one of 
which winds a ferpentine walk, and, pafling through a rullic gate, enters on the 
turnpike road. A grotefque arch in the fhrubbery at the back of the houfe gives 
a view into the kitchen-garden. E 


¢. Cold Bath—fituated on the brink of the river, and approached by a walk. This 
building is of rude materials, and thatched. A large arch, with two ftone piers, 
projeéls into the river, which flows through the bath continually. The light, 
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independent of what enters at the arch, is admitted through a cupola at the top. 
A {mall drefling-room is contiguous, with a fofa in the recefs ; the walls painted 
a fea-green. 


An Urn, with an Infeription. A little beyond this fequeftered {pot, isa ruftic bench: 


and on the bark of an adjoining tree is cut an appropriate infcription. 


g. Temple dedicated to the Goddefi of Health. This temple, fituated on the higheft point

of the farm, is a building of an oétangular form. A portico at entrance: 
oppolite to which, in a recefs, is the figure of Hygeia; and in two others, one on 
cach fide the door, are Temperance and Religion: the intermediate {paces filled 
with the bufls of Zfculapius, Drs. Sydenham, Mead, Hervey, &e. &e. 


Seat of Stone—adjoining to a bridge which crofles into the Mfland. Mofs and ivy 
fpread over the wall and cover it, referving only a fmall irregular {pace for an 
infeription, which in fome places is alfo fcarcely difcoverable for the mofs. 
‘This view from the {pot refts on the ifland itfelf, whofe romantic fhores are covered 
with the weeping willow, and other aquatic plants. 


i. Dairy-Houfe. A fmall building, containing, befides the neceffary apartment for the 
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dairy, and accommodation for the family of a labourer, a room fitted up in a 
flyle of fimplicity, for tea, &c. ornamented with prints inclofed in neat borders 
on a pale blue ground; a very fimall colleélion of books, and a piano forte. 
Painted glafs in the windows; the centre one opening on a plat of turf that de- 
{cends to the edge of the river; fhrubs on each fide: behind, are the cow-houfe 
and feeding-houfe, likewife different conveniences for rearing and fatting poultry, 
&c, A gate from this cottage opens into a lane, which, palling near the farm, 
and crofling the mill-head, joins the turnpike-road. 


Temple of Pan, or Pan's Lodge.. A {mall ruftic building compofed of flint ftones 
and pebbles. It confifts of a fquare with circular ends. Oppolite the door is the 
flatue of Pan with his oaten reed; the walls on each fide are painted in frefco, 
reprefenting the revels of the god, with allufive inferiptions, exprellive of his 
regard for the hufbandman, and his care for the fold. 


Small Bench—umder a clump of trees and fhrubs. On the left, the cold bath, 
refleéted on the fmooth furface of the water, has a good effect: its bold arch is 
here feen to advantage. Full in front is rifing ground, whilft on the right, trees 
and rocks, with the temple on the heights, unite to render the view intereftingly 
pleafing. 


A Bridge. This fabric, built of ftone, has every appearance of antiquity. The 
arch acrofs the river only entire; the fide-walls partly in ruins, and partly 
repaired with rails; whillt fragments are feen in large mafles in the river beneath. 
‘This bridge, which is the communication to the different parts of the grounds 
for carriages, is, notwithflanding its ruinous appearance, fufficiently ftrong, and 
well conneéied. A feat near it commands an interefting view, and has an 
appropriate infcription, 


Rujflic Mill—fituated where the river enters the grounds. This building is 
fimplicity itfelf, and covered with ivy. A large abutment contains the wheel, 
which not being {een prevents a difeovery of the purpofe to which the 
building is applied. Under anatural arch of rock the river flows from the wheel ;

above, the fuperfluous water dafhes over a bed of ftone, and tumbles amongft 
rocks, in the moft romantic manner. The mill is concealed amongit the trees and 
fhrubs, and has every appearance of a wild hut in Savoy. 


0. Hermitage. This ruftic building is fituated on a gentle acclivity in the bofom of a 


grove; trees overfhadowing it on all fides, whilft honeyfuckle, jeflamine, and 
ivy, cover the walls with luxuriant profufion: thefe, and a thoufand odoriferous 
fhrubs, perfume the air with their united fragrance. The infide of this building 
is frofled with powdered fpar and other minerals; a couch with a flraw 
mattrefs and pillow, a table and chair, the principal furniture. On one fide a 
very {mall oratory, containing a ruftic crucifix ima niche; under it a table, witha 
book cut in ftone, coloured to appear old, and open; on the leaf an appropriate 
infcription, Beneath the table, the ftraw mat on which the hermit knelt; the turf 
furrounding the door kept exquifitely neat, of an irregular form, and in 
front terminates at the rivulet, which, after meandering through the wood, 
unites with the principal ftream, From the higher ground, water is con- 
duéted by a pipe to the bottom of a large ftone bafon, fituated in a fecluded 
fpot, and furrounded by pieces of rock broken and craggy. This has the 
refemblance of a natural fpring, and may be called the Hermit’s Well: to 
give it greater weight, an iron bowl is chained to the fide, near to which 
are a ruitic feat and a ftone table. This fecluded {pot is well decorated with 
fhrubs. 


The beauty of this fpot will not, it is prefumed, be its only recommendation. 
The ftillnefs of the {cene, interrupted only by the found of the waterfall heard 
through the grove, by the warbling of birds, and by the fwelling notes of an 
lian harp, concealed in the roof of the little oratory, irregularly ftealing on 
the ear, muft imprefs on the mind of fenfibility a reverential awe, and fit it for 
the fuppofition that this has really been the fayoured refidence of an holy 
anchorite.

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No. V. BELMONT. 


S fituated on the bend of a fine navigable river, in one of the moft romantic counties in 
I Great-Britain, and in aneighbourhood which claims attention, from the many beautiful views 
itcontains, and from abounding with wood and water. Belmont, deficient in neither, has like- 
wife the advantage of hill and dale alternately relieving each other, and affording every variety 
the eye can wifh, or that may be requifite to enable a judicious arrangement, and an happy 
improvement of its different parts; independent of which, and of the amufement the mind 
mutt receive whilft forwarding the great work of perfeétion, it has claims, from its fize and 
extent, very different to dny of the former plans, and requires a {cientific knowledge in 
rural economics to properly occupy the land, and render it confiftently of ufe. 


The views from Belmont are captivating and extenfive ; the river, which flows at one 
extremity of the grounds, winds in an eafy form through a moft luxuriant vale, rich in 
pafturage, and beautiful from a combination of various objeéis: feveral of the higheft 
importance are not only feen from the windows of the houfe to great advantage, but from 
particular feats and buildings; whilft diverfity in the home woods, the lawns, the waving line 
of different enclofures, the buildings, and the walks, relieved by the bleatings of the fold, 
and the playful gambols of cattle, render this fcene at once cheerful and interefting, 


The fituation chofen for the houfe is upon a gently rifing hill overlooking the water, and at 
no great diftance from the bounds of the eftate; betwixt which and the manfion is fufficient 
{pace for ftables, farm-yard, kitchen-garden, and every requifite office ; thefe communicate 
with a lane, by which the ‘coach-road is {pared the injury it would otherwife fuftain from the 
heavy-loaded carriage, and kept in the higheft order with the leaft poflible expence. To thew 
the grounds to advantage, it is introduced from the turnpike, and winds palt alodge at the far- 
thelt point, down the fide of an hill. On the right, relieved by a waving plantation, and on the 
left by wood, is the hollow, through whofe fhade a rivulet gurgles its plaintive flream, which 
the road croffes over a neat bridge of one arch, and, rifing the lawn ornamented with clumps 
of trees, it paffes through a {mall fhrubbery to the manfion, 


If the eye is gratified with the variety hitherto afforded, it will be no lefs fo whilft 
contemplating the views prefented from the houfe itfelf, In front, a fine lawn firetches to the 
river, and, expanding on the right, is loft amongtt trees ; beyond which the ground Tiling, 
appears to be a continuation of the lawn: on the left, plantations and enclofures give variety, 
and pleafe from irregularity of form: in the bottom, a ruftic building is feen, embofomed in 
trees clofe to the edve of the river, on whole furface the whitened fail pafles in rapid fucceffion, 
wafting the merchandife of the diftant world. Behind the houfe another lawn, not much le{s 
than the former, is to the full as interefting; bounded by wood'in the bottom, over whofe 


‘tops the ruftic lodse, juft difcernible, has a pleafing effect: being at no great diftance, it 


deceives us into a fuppofition of an hanging wood occupying, from the dell, the intermediate 
fpace. On the right, are clumps of trees and a waving fence, whilft the diftant objects which 
chequer the fcene render the coup d’eil fuch as the mind could with. 


Having thusgiven a generaldefcriptionof thefe grounds, as they mutt attach the ftranger from 
the houfe, and in his palling to it; to form an adequate idea of the whole, it will be neceflary 
to accompany the walk, commencing at a fhrubbery on the left, through which it winds 
and opens on the lawn at a feat (EY: proceeding onwards, ‘it pafles through a fmall gate into 
an enclofure, and toa plantation, A temple (/) firft interefts the attention. From hence the 
view is uncommonly piéturefque: the river, which hitherto has been difcovered winding 

through 
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through the valley, is here feen to advantage ; projecting trees confine the view, and the eye, 
after traverfiag the grounds and water, dwells updn a piéturefque tower, at one mile diftant, 
rifing from the highett point of a beautiful hanging wood. Leaving this fpot, at the extremity 
of the grove, the walk pafles near the edge of the river, and foon arrives at a clump of trees en- 
clofing the building (@) ereéted for a fifhing-houfe: then crofling the bottom of the lawn, 
which the bridge (#1) unites to a {mall enclofure, it winds up the afcent, having an hedge on 
the left, and palling through a gate proceeds to the banqueting-room (J), fituated at an extre- 
mity of the plantation, and commanding as intereflinga view as can any where be conceived. 
Dire@ing the eye down a gentle flope to the ruftic bridge, backed with trees, beyond which a 
reach of the river is difcovered through the arch; the view in the dilance is animated by a 
large town furrounded by hills and wood; the intermediate {pace is occupied by meadows high 
in cultivatioa, or filled with cattle ; whilft, on the other fide, the attention is arrefted by the 
hanging woods before noticed, as partially difcovered at the temple of Harmony, and which, 
with the tower, are now feen in the molt interefting manner. On quitting the banqueting- 
toom, the walk {oon enters into an enclofare ; on the left, a cottage in the grounds, amidit trees, 
picturefque in the higheft degree; in front, a wood to which the path proceeds, having the 
view on the right concealed by an high hedge: It next crofles the coach-road, and, entering the 
folemn and fecluded grove, paffes by the cold bath (K). The found of falling water is heard ; 
fhrubs exhale their perfumes; and mols’ lines the banks, filled with the violet and lily of the 
vale. An urn facred to Love is under the fhade. Proceeding on, the flream, ftill heard, pre- 
fently opens on the fight; rufhing over large {tones and roots of trees covered with mos; below: 
which, in fome places, it fteals through the glade, in others, expofes a broader furface to the 
eye. After pafling a feat of large ftones in the hollow of the hill, furrounded with jeffamine, 
with rofes, and other fragrant plants, a foot-bridge next prefents itfelf, and immediately conti- 
guous the root-houfe (Z). Leaving this dell, the path arrives at a verdant field, acrofs which 
it winds, and next proceeds to a Doric temple (M), that is alfo ufed as a private entrance from 
the lane; then pafling through the orchard to a fhrubbery adjoining the kitchen-garden, 
concealed by trees, it terminates at the coach-road from the ftables to the houfe,

4.* The Manfion—fituate on the fummit of the lawn, but not on the higheft ground in 
the farm. An ha-ha bounds the green, terminating to the fouth in a {mall 
fhrubbery, having a neat iron gate therein which admits the coach-toad. On the 
other fide are the ftables and domeftic offices; round which, the turf is kept 
uncommonly fmooth and even: fhrubs and trees here grow irregularly, and 
the latter furrounded with the honeyfuckle and other tendrils. 


6. Stable and Farm-Yard, with the Barns, &c-—Hay-ricks in the ftable-yard, contiguous 
to the lane, by which a waggon-road pafles, The front of the ftables regular 
and uniform, with two correfponding wings, through one of which the coach-road 
enters on the green. ze 


¢. Kitchen-Garden—unites with the farm-yard, from which the wall is divided by paling: 
betwixt the paling and the wall are rafpberry beds, &c. Behind the kitchen- 
garden are the forcing-grounds, fheltered by furrounding walls ; and a fhrubbery 
environs the {pot. 


4, Orchard—contiguous to the kitchen-garden, irregularly planted ; having a fhrubbery 
at each end, and divided from the lawn by an hedge. 


e. Seat—entering the lawn, commanding the general view from the houfe, with a 
moft extenfive additional one on the left hand. 
E Sf Temple 
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Ff Temple of Harmony—A neat regular building, conformable to the name, commanding) 
a moft interefling view, and having an appropriate infcription. 


g. Fifhing-Houfe—This is a ruftic building with two {mall wings; one containing 
fifhing-rods, lines, nets, &c. and the other a marble bafon, divided into four 
compartments for fuch fifh as may in any little excurfion be taken: water is 
conveyed by pipes to the bafon, which may be emptied or filled at pleafure in a 
few minutes: the centre apartment is fitted in a neat ftyle; on the walls are 
painted in frefco the miraculous draught of fifhes, and other allulive fubjects ;. 
the furniture confifts of a table, chairs, &c. and, in a niche oppofite the door, 
the figure of a river-god, with fuitable accompaniments, folding-doors and feats 
near the river. 


h. Bridge of Communication—A. neat edifice of wood, but not painted; the piers 
covered with mofs and ivy, which, with other tendrils, are trained to wind 
round every part, and hang from the planks dripping to the very furface of 
the ftream. 


i, Bangueting-Room—decorated with every fpecies of luxury: the walls exquifitely 
adorned with ornaments fuitable for the purpofe, and the ceiling painted 
with the revels of the heathen gods. Ina very finall apartment contiguous (lined 
with marble), is a fountain to play during the repaft: oppofite, is a corre- 
{ponding one, containing a fide-board, &c. &c. and fronting the door a recef’, 
with a fopha, divided from the faloon by pillars of marble, and ornamented with 
pea-green filk feftoon curtains: a fuperb Turkey carpet covers the floors of this 
laft recefs and the principal room, and the chairs in both are of party-colour and 
gold: under this building is a {mall apartment, occafionally ufed as a kitchen. 


k. Cold-Bath—A {mall ruftic building of flint ftones, thatched at the top, and lined 
with mofs; the outfide covered with ivy: in the centre a bath fupplied from the 
neighbouring flream, and which may be filled or emptied at pleafure : on one 
fide is a recef&, furrounded with mof feats : the water rifing from the bottom of a 
{mall bafon, defcended to by two or three rude fteps, and denominated Jacob’s 
Well. The ftream, trickling through a channel over the ftone floor, falls into the 
bath, but may be diverted by another courfe. Adjoining is the drefling-room, 
fimple and unadorned, yet pollefling every convenience and warmth for the 
bathers. 


1, Root-Howe—A foot-bridge croffing the rivulet unites with this building, and feems 
to form a part of it. This little edifice is eretted of the fimpleft materials, 
has two openings, one the door of entrance, and the other nearly oppofite, hanging 
over the flream. In the root-houfe are a few chairs and table of the fimpleft 
confiruétion; the walls ornamented with knots of crab-trees fantaftically ar- 
ranged, and the floor campofed of various-coloured pebbles. A ruftic open gate 
ferves to fecure the door. 


m. A finall fquare Temple of the Doric Order—with an arch looking into the lane, 
guarded by an iron gate, and a fimilar one entering into the grounds : betwixt the 
two on each fide, is an o€tagonal recef8 with feats: the ceiling of the principal 
apartment having a {mall dome. 


This building, although ferving the purpofe of communication, may yet 
be rendered private and retired ; folding doors with large panes of plate- 
glafs to fall back, and only ufed when the apartment is wanted, which it is 

E prefumed 
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prefumed would often happen from its near affinity to the houfe, and from its 
enjoying moft exquifite {cenery, only to be commanded from that particular 
fpot. 


n. Lodge at Entrance—A Gothic building adjoining the turnpike-road. Edifices of 


this nature are fo frequent and fo.varied, that tafte cannot err in the choice : neat 
iron gates divide the coach, from the turnpike, road; this, together with the 
fhrubberies and plantations, kept in the highelt order of neatnefs and propriety, 
muft impart a cheerfulnefs which it is prelumed will accompany the firanger 
during his tour through the grounds. 


0. The Cottage—In ornamented farms, when their extent is yet but moderate, to keep 


up that propriety in the whole, and the neatnefs requifite to enfure approbation, 
the prefence of the labourer is generally neceflary ; to render his habitation 
ufeful, as well as ornamental, will be undoubtedly the with of every proprietor : 
hence proceeds the piéiurelque dwelling covered with trees, and furrounded by 
every convenience, not only for the inhabitant himfelf, but for the ground he is 
to improve. 


Refpetting the cottage in queftion, it is a fimple edifice, Gothic windows 
with a treillis covering the walls. The turf in front kept perfectly fmooth, and 
under one of the majeftic trees, which {hadow the houle, is a ruftic feat; a little 
garden is added to this cot, and a convenient yard behind, where poultry may 
be reared, or, when taken from the farm-yard, there fattened for the table. In 
the field adjoining, the labourer would, doubilefs, be permitted by an humane 
mafter to feed his cow: this might enable his little family, in fome refpeét, to 
partake of the bounties he {ees lavifhed around him, and induce a daily return to 
his toil, and to the care of the walks, &c. with cheerfulnefs and content.

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No. VL THE GRANGE. 


Wrex grounds requiring improvement are (as in the prefent inftance) rather upon an 
extenfive fcale, the firlt attention requifite to be paid, is to the relative conneétion of 
hilland dale, and to the general prevailing features of the country, fo that every aid may be 
conformable thereto. A traét of 120 acres generally contains whatever is moft requifite for 
pi€urefque beauty, without ftepping far beyond the bounds; and if judicioufly arranged, will 
repay by its cheerfulnefs the expence of bringing it to perfeétion. 


In the Grange, every endeavour has been ufed to fimplify, and fo to conduct the im- 
provement that a juft proportion may be difcovered throughout ; in purfuing which, Nature 
has never been infulted—on the contrary, fhe is enticed to refide near the habitation, and pre- 
vailed upon to lavifh her beauties on thofe {pots moft frequently to be contemplated, and 
oftenelt enjoyed.—Splendour, at variance with Nature, is difcarded: her meteor-like attrac- 
tions, it is true, may pleafe for a time, fafcinate the fenfe, and claim the tribute of applaufe ; 
but this delufion is over whenever Nature condefcends to exhibit her charms; fhe then fteals 
infenfibly upon the underltanding, and the mind imbibes impreffions in her favour, which 
can never be eradicated, é 


On a gentle afcent in nearly the centre of the farm, is the fituation determined upon for 
the manfion. This {pot commands interefting views of wood, water, hill and dale, and an 
extenfive one from the principal front of the houfe, over the diftant country, feen acrofs a 
verdant lawn bounded on each fide with young plantations or full grown woods: thefe ap- 
pear to unite to other hanging ones, a little farther removed, and, like the fide {cenes in a 
theatre, ferve to heighten the perfpeétive, and produce the happieft effeét imaginable : the 
other front looks down upon a beautiful, irregular, piece of water, fkirted with oak and elm, 
whilft on the oppofite fide a rifing hill is crowned with the temple of Liberty. On the 
right, from the houfe, a grove conceals the view, round which the lawn extends. From the 
windows is obtained a glimpfe of the coach-road, which is loft to the eye as it approaches the 
flables, from whence it proceeds, and terminates at the {weep before the portico, 


Diflributing the woods, determining the bounds of the enclofures, and the water, to 
produce a fine effeét from the houfe, has been particularly attended to; nor are the other 
parts forgot : on the contrary, every care is taken, by combination and union, to render the 
landfeape perfe& from whatever flation it is viewed: this circumftance will appear evident 
whilft tracing the walks, which commence on that fide of the manfion fronting: the fouth, 
Pafling through a clump of trees, the path arrives at a fquare ruftic building (f ) overgrown 
with ivy, on the lawn, and near the fkirts of a wood, which it enters, and proceeds to a 
temple (g) furrounded by wood, and having at its fartheft extremity a grafs enclofure, with a. 
neat cottage. From this place the view expands: the walk next enters a grove, and keeps 
defcending until it arrives at a {mall bridge thrown acrofs a rivulet, below which the water 
is heard to fall over pieces ‘of rock, and rough ground, enclofed with underwood, which 
rendeis it impervious to the eye; whilft higher up, the rivulet is divided by an ifland, orna- 
mented with afpen, mountain afh, and the tall poplar. The fragments of a rude altar are 
vilible, part hanging over an edge of an irregular fhore, in fome places furrounded with 
dark umbrageous foliage, in others admitting a cheerful gleam of light. Accompanying. the 
ftream, the path prefently arrives at a fecluded retirement (4) environed with rock, fromwhich 
ilfues a trickling flream, and in gentle murmurs croffes the path, A mofs feat joins the foun- 


tain, and has an infeription on ftone: the whole overarched with roots of trees, jeffamine, 
honeyfuckle, and other plants. Winding onwards, at no great diftance from the grove, on the 
banks 
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banks of the river, and in a clump of trees is the hermitage (). This place is furrounded on 
every fide with wood: in front acafcade pours over rocks, whilft thick foliage bends, and 
fweeps the furface of the foaming water. Groups of trees happily difpofed give an 
extraordinary effect of light and {fade to this enchanting {pot: the banks are adorned with 
flowering fhrubs and fweet-Imelling plants: a few rays of light refle@ted by the brightnefs of 
the cafcade, add to the brilliancy. ‘The walk rifes a fleep bank, and proceeds clofe to the edge 
of the precipice, from whence the cafcade appears to the greateft advantage : onward, the lake 
opens to the fight; a promontory, covered with wood to the water's edge, hides its extent on 
the left; whilft, on the right, it is bounded by an high hill crowned with trees: in front, over the 
water, the lawn ftretches away, on whofe fummit the houfe is fituated. The path gently afcends, 
and gains, after pafling a gate leading into another enclofure, the fummit of an hill, whereon 

‘is fituated the temple of Liberty (4). The view from hence is as perfeétly interefting 
as the imagination can conceive: here, every beauty unites; the water’ in the vale, the fur- 
rounding woods, the gently-fwelling hill, and the houfe, render the view uncommonly 
piéturefque: a gentle defcent commences, and winds clofe to a cottage (/) covered with 
trees; on the other fide a gravel-pit, broken into uncouth forms, is planted with juniper and 
wild fhrubs, and adorned with a few ftraggling oaks, through whofe branches the eye catches 
part of the valley, the lake, the rifing ground and woods beyond. Paffing next a fmall 
gate, the view over the lake is more extenfive ; it fweeps the foot of the hill; clumps of trees 
adorn its fummii, with a ruftic feat beneath the fhade. Proceeding downwards, the view 
becomes more confined ; the path croffes the coach-road andarrives at a wood, where it foon 
reaches the edge of the rivulet and a ruflic bridge (m), from whence the oppolite riling 
grounds are feen to the greateft advantage. \ An ice-houfe, of fimple conftruction, is obferved 
near the top, embofomed amidift trees impervious to the rays of the fun: near it a {pring rifes, 
and trickles down to a cold-bath, near which the walk paffes, and winds through an 
enclofure to a clump of elms in the bottom, wherein is an urn facred to Love: this 
myfterious place is concealed by fhrubs from every eye. Rifing the hill, a feat under tall 
trees next engages the attention: the view from hence is moft intereftingly fplendid: the hills 
bound the horizon, whil{t an appropriate infcription alludes to the beauties of the creation. 
Down in the bottom, on the right, a contrary fcene occupies the mind: a {mall temple is 
obferved under a fhade (0); a brawling rivulet purfues its courfe through a little valley ; 
foreft fhrubs enliven the banks, which begin to affume a more wild appearance as it approaches 
the wood, where it has every refemblance to a chace: purfuing the path, it arrives next at an 
alcove, overlooking an irregular piece of water, ornamented with trees and fhrubs, and loft 
behind a grove and projecting high land: the walk next proceeds up an afcent by the fide of 
the lawn, and terminates at the fweep, to which it paffes over the coach-road through the 
fhrubbery.

a. Coach-Road from the Turnpike—This road enters the grounds at one of the higheft 
parts of the eftate : it paffes over a cultivated field, and, winding near a fence, 
arrives at the bottom; where, crofling a finall river over an handfome bridge, it 
proceeds round the foot of a gentle hill, on which are lux iant woods, and 
prefently enters the lawn: from hence the views are interefting; the water, the 
rifing ground beyond covered with trees, an high hill in front ornamented in the 
fame manner, with the houfe on the left furrounded by a grove, render this {cene 
uncommonly pleafing: purfuing the road, the view from the other lawn, which 
it enters previous to its termination at the houfe, is extenfive and interefting. 


4, Bridge—A neat ereGtion of flone, fituated in a valley, and over the river which 
empties itfelf into the lake. The views from this bridge are uncommonly 
F fequeftered : 
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fequeftered: through clumps of tall trees, rifing ground is perceived ornamented 
with wood, and divided by hedges into enclofures. 


e The Manfion—fituated in the centre of the lawn, from which it is divided by an ha- 
y ha, and commanding a rich aflemblage of home and diftant view, {ufficient to 
gratify the eye in every direction. 


d. Stables, &c.—furrounded by trees ; through which the road winds. In this grove 
are two entrances to the farm-yard; one from the green by the houfe, and the 
other from the road itfelf. 


e. Kitchen-Garden—divided from the lawn, and hid by a fhrabbery : at one extremity 
the orchard with the gardener’s cottage. The kitchen-garden is furrounded on 
every fide, and fcreened from piercing winds; from the north by high hills, and 
from every other quarter by fhrubberies and tall trees. 


fi Ruflic Temple at the Entrance into a Grove—This building is compofed of unhewn 
L ftone, covered with fhrubs, and concealed from the eye until a very near 


approach: the infide isneat, containing chairs in character, with a table: an 
in{cription to Simplicity over the door. 


g- Temple of Neptune—This building has an elegant Corinthian portico, which 
opens into a fplendid faloon, finifhed with tafte and furnifhed with elegance; 
at the upper end, in a recefs feparated from the principal room by pillars, in 
imitation of Sienna marble, is a fuperb Venetian window,commanding through an 
avenue, on the fummit of an hill in the grounds, the figure of the god under 
afhade. In front from the portico, over an enclofure, the diftant view is feen in 
the moft interefting manner. The eye contemplates a venerable ruin in a 

, neighbouring vale, backed with wood, through which a river meanders until 
it joins a bufy port, when the ocean on one hand, and high hills at an extreme 
diftance on the other, bound the view. 


kh, A wild romantic Piece of Rock, from which iffues a limpid Stream—Near the {pring is 
a mofly feat, with an infcription; the top overarched with pendent boughs, and 
with the thick foliage of trees: around, tendrils and ivy cover the rocky walls, 
and unite to render this afylum not only impervious to the rays of the fun, but 
to every eye. 


i. Hermttage—This building.confifts of a fmall apartment with arultic porch, The 
walls ornamented with fea-weeds and fhells, which, as the eftate is at no great 
diftance from the coaft, is in character. At one end is a drawing of St. Jerome, 
furrounded by a ruftic frame compofed of oak knots: an arm-chair, a table, 
and ftraw couch, the furniture: adjoining, in a {mall apartment, are a few fimple 
utenfils, fuppofed to have been ufed by the anchorite for rogts, pulfe, and water : 
from this a door opens, and a paflage of treillis, covered with vines and ever- 
greens, unites it with an oratory; on one fide, is a fmall ruftic altar, and on the 
other an arch opening toa walk in the grove, and defigned for the common path 
of the neighbouring inhabitants when they were fuppofed to have attended the 
holy man at his devotions: this path, oyer-run with weeds and briers, has every 
indication of long difufe, 


k. Temple of Liberty—An octagon, with porticos fronting each of the four cardinal 
points : in the centre on a pedeftal, under a fuperb dome, is a figure reprefenting 
this celeftial goddefs furrounded by her attributes: the walls ornamented with 
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baffo-relievos, reprefenting Tyranny in chains; as. likewife the moft celebrated 
a¢tions of thofe heroes who have fupported, or fallen in defence of their country . 
In the four niches, one betwixt each of the'ddors, the figures of Sidney, Hampden, 
Wathington, and Franklin, and on the foot of the pedeflal, a folemn invocation 
to the goddefs. The furniture of this temple is light, airy, and elegant; an organ 
concealed, played by clock-work, breathes foft airs appropriate to the place, 


1 Cottage contiguous to the Roead—furrounded by trees, and having on the right a gravel- 
pit, with fhrubs and wild plants: this little edifice, defigned for one of the labour- 
ers, near the gate of entrance, and where the key is left, is pitturefque, beau- 
tiful, and romantic. ‘The views from it are interefting, particularly over the 
eftate ; and nearly the fame as thofe exhibited from the temple of Liberty. 


m. Ruftic Bridge over the Rivulet—a wild rugged feat near to it, with an infcription cut 
in the bark of a fine grown afh, that hangs pendent over it. This feat com- 
mands, on the rifing hill, the ice-houfe, fhaded with trees, and feen from hence 
in an uncommon manner, as likewife the cold bath below. 


w. Cold Baih—fituated ona {mall running ftream. This rivulet rifes near the ice- 
houfe, and after trickling through grafs.and fhrubs, down a gentle flope, enters 
the cold bath, which is a neat building of ftone, with circular ends; on one fide is 
a fmall portico; on the other a drefling-room, communicating by a pallage round 
the water. The rivulet from the bath crofles the walk, and lofes itfelf among{t 
fhrubs and trees. 


o. The Temple of Diana—a building in charaéter; ornamented with paintings de- 
feribing the fylvan exploits of the goddefs, in which is to be introduced the 
ftory of A@ion. A figure in marble of the goddefs, at one end, with grey- 
hounds at her feet: on the pedeftal an infcription, likewife another appro- 
priate one over the door, alluding to the chaflity of Diana, to her partiality for 
the chafe, and to the fcenery around, which is to be wild, and every way 
congenial. 


p- Pebble Alcove—a plain edifice, interiorly ornamented with ftained pebbles, arranged 
on the walls either in landfeape, or as the fancy of the proprietor may fuggeft ; 
an infcription made with pebbles over the door, indicating, that in. the creation 
nothing can paflibly exift without its ufe, and that the molt fimple article may 
be fo managed as to produce the happieft effe&. The view from hence over 
a fmall piece of water, in a little valley, forms a cool fequeftered fcene, well 
adapted for the contemplative mind. 


q Cottage—ereéted not only as a pidturefque object, but likewife to accommodate 
another labourer and his family, which the fize of the farm will find conftant 
employment for: this building is furrounded with oak and elm, and from 
many points forms an interefting objett, that cannot but relieve and enliven 
the mind.
